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Canada  was  founded  upon  the  Word  of  God.  One -hundred  years  ago  it  re- 
ceived the  designation,  ''Dominion  of  Canada,  "  based  on  the  words  of  the  Psalmist: 
"He  shall  have  dominion  also  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  unto  the  ends  of 
the  earth.  "  (Psalm  72:8) 

In  retrospect,   there  is  much  to  he  proud  of  in  the  history  of  our  nation:  It 
has    achieved   a  position  of  world-wide    influence  in  spite  of  its    inauspicious 
beginnings.    Centennial  projects  are  certainly  justified  and  we  applaud  the  prospec- 
tive efforts  of  several  denominations  to  expand  and  evangelize  in  1967. 

However,  as  we  endeavour  to  celebrate  our  nation's  birthday  by  such 
worthu)hile  projects,  we  will  do  well  to  keep  in  mind  the  words  of  Zechariah:  "Not 
by  might,  nor  by  power,   but  by  my  Spirit  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts.  '' 

The  Pentecostal  Movement,  now  in  its  sixtieth  year  in  Canada,  has  also 
reached  a  milestone  in  1967.  The  great  strides  taken  in  its  comparatively  short 
history  provide  added  reason  to  rejoice. 

As  we  celebrate  centennial,  may  we  be  aware  that  our  nation  needs  our 
prayers  as  never  before.  Let  us  appropriate  the  words  of  Zechariah  when  he  spoke 
of,  "The  spirit  of  grace  and  of  supplication"  and  allow  the  Holy  Spirit  to  minister 
through  us  in  an  imprecedented  "supplication"  on  behalf  of  our  nation.

Observing  your  life,  we  note  many  qualities  that  characterize  a 
true  soldier  of  the  cross:  A  Man  of  the  Word,  a  Man  of  prayer  and  a 
Man  of  action  who  believes  in  "getting  involved.

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The   Watchman  has    three    re- 
sponsibilities.       First   of  all   is  the 
safety  of  his  cause.    So  the  watchman 
of  Christ  has  the  cause  of  Jesus  Christ 
in  his  care.      As   he  is   faithful   in  his 
task  of  guarding   against  the  attempts 
of  Satan  to  defeat,    derail,    or  twist  the 
cause  of  Jesus  Christ  and   bring  error 
into  the   ideas   of  the    cause:     so  he   is 
discharging  his  first  obligation. 

The  second  obligation  of  the  watch- 
man is  the  safety  of  others.  On  his  care 
in  observing  the  approach  of  the   enemy 
and   warning   of    his    attack,    depends   the 
safety  of  those   for  whom   he  is  watching. 
So  serious  is  this  responsibility  that  men 
have    made    it    an    offense    punishable    by 
death  to  sleep  while  on  watch,    for  the  man 
that  so  sleeps  is  guilty  of  the  murder  of  his 
fellow    men.       Therefore,    the  Scripture 
warns,    again  and   again,    of  the  peril  of  the 
watchman  that    sleeps,    and   is  not    awake  to 
the  dangers  of  the  hour,    or  of  the  watchman 
that  is  too  taken  up  with  other  things   to   do 
the  job  for  which  he  has  been  sent. 

Finally,    the   watchman's   responsibility 

is  for  his  own  safety.     He  must  keep  watch  on 

himself  lest  he  be  overtaken  by  the  enemy  and 

be   destroyed    before   he    is    able    to   sound  the 

alarm.        Likewise,     the    Christian    watchman 

must  constantly  keep  a  watch  on  his  own  life  and 

activity  lest  he  be  taken  and   being  defeated  by 

Satan,   be  unable  to  give  the  warning. 

When  the    lookout    sees   the  enemy  coming, 

he  does  not  advance  and  try  to  defeat   the  enemy 

on  his  own.      This  is  not   his  responsibility.      But 

he   reports    to    his   commanding  officer   and    his 

commanding  officer   in  turn  takes  the   necessary 

action  to   defeat   the   enemy.       So   as   watchmen  of 

Christ,    our  responsibility  is  not  to   defeat   the   foe 

in  our  own   strength,   but    rather  to   report  through 

prayer  to  God  of  the  approach  of  the  enemy  upon  us 

that    He  might   take  the  action  that    is   necessary  to 

help   us    and    help    his    church   defeat   the   foe.       The 

Psalmist    recognized  this   in    Psalm    127:1    when    he 

wrote   "unless  the  Lord  watches,   you  watch  in  vain. 

Of    ourselves    we    are   weak,     but    with    God    we    a^re 

mighty  to  the  overthrowing  of  strongholds. 


"Watchman,  what  of  the  night  ?  " 
How    far   gone    is  the  night?      This  is 
the    cry    of   the   messengers    to    the 
watchman.        The   watchman   replies, 
"The   morning    comieth   and    also  the 
night.  "     The  messengers  are   then  in- 
vited to  enquire  again.       There  may  be 
additionaltidings  later.  (Isaiah  21:11,  12) 

Night  speaks  of  darkness,  distress 
and  doubt.      The  world   is  reeling  to  and 
fro.   like    a    drunkard.       Sin   is    ripe. 
Apostasy  is  in   full  bloom.      Judgment  is 
about  to  fall.      The  night  is  far  spent.      It 
was  the    custom   of  the   watchman  to   an- 
nounce the  hours  of  the  night.    Messengers 
cried  out,  "What  hour  is  it?     How  goes  the 
night?     Will  morning  soon  be  here?  "     The 
cry  of  God's  people  is,    "How    long  e'er  we 
shout  the  glad  song,    Christ  returneth?  " 

Watchnaan,    what  is  your  answer  to  the 
enquirer?      Is  it,    "The  morning  cometh   and 
also  the   night?"      Is   dawn   struggling    with 
darkness?      Thank  God  the  morning  will  soon 
be  here. 


The   night    is    far    spent.        Darkness 
deepens.     But,   the  darkest  hour  is  just   before 
dawn.     The  day  will  dawn  and  the  shadows  will 
flee    away.      The    Sun    of    Righteousness    shall 
arise  with  healing  in  His  wings. 

"Watchmen  '67  "in  this  hour  of  sin,  sorrow 
and    suffering,    keep   awake,    be   vigilent,    be    on 
guard,       "Watch  unto  yourselves.  "      "Watch  in  all 
things,  "  "Watch  and  pray.  "    Spell  out   the  hour  of 
the   night.       Answer    the    cry   of    those   who   sit    in 
darkness.     Tell  them  of  the  "Light  that  shinethout 
of  darkness,  "  "which  hath   shined   in  our   hearts. 
Tell  them  of  the  morning  that    cometh   when  dark- 
ness   shall    flee   at  the    coming    of    the    Sun    of 
Righteousness. 
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Nineteen  centuries  ago  a  little 
group  of    men  were   asked  by  their 
leader    to   watch   and   pray   lest   they 
fall   into  temptation.      He   was  aware 
of  the  dark  forces  about  to  be  released 
around    them.       They    were    facing    a 
crucial    hour   and   it   would  be   neces- 
sary for  them  to  be  alert   if  they  were 
to  accomplish  God's  purpose. 

Sleep  is   a   potent   force.       Jesus, 
being  aware  of  this  warned  his  disciples 
to  watch.    Paul  urged  the  New  Testament 
Church  to  watch  and  be  sober. 

You  are  God's  watchmen.    You  dare 

not    sleep  when  so  many   lives  need  your 

warning.       Your   watching  will    involve 

people   who    have    fallen   among  thieves. 

Don't  be  afraid  to  walk  the   Jericho  Road. 

It  is  there  you  will  find  the  people  who  ne^d 

you.      Keep  your   eyes    open. Watch  for  the 

safety  of  others. 

Watchmen,  do  what  you  cannot  do  - 
thank  God  for  the  impossible  and  recognize 
that  God  by  the  power  of  the   Holy  Ghost  will 

help  you  to  do  what  you  in  yourself  are  unable 

to  do. 

Remember  Eutychus.      If  someone   near 
him  had  been  more  alert  they  might  have  saved 
him  from  a  fall.      Your  task  is  a  difficult   one, 
but  very  essential.    Watchmen,  the  world  needs 
you,    so   give  yourself  as   Jesus   gave   Himself. 
Lead  lost  humanity  to  safety  at  the  cross.    Watch 
for   souls   that   you   may   give   a   good   account   of 
your    stewardship   in    the   day   of    Jesus    Christ. 
Watchmen,    you   are   going   forward    into   a   chal- 
lenging   hour   of  world   history.       This    hour   will 
call    for   determination,    alertness   and   vision. 
Three   years   of    Bible   College    training  will  help 
equip  you  to  meet  the  needs  of  your  gene  ration. 
However,  this  alone  will  not  be  sufficient.    You  will 
need  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in  your  life.    This 
will  come  to  you  as  you  watch   and   pray.

Prayer  is  the  highest  activity  of  the  human  soul.  It  has  nothing  in  common  with  the 
popular  concept  of  a  light,  religious  exercise  to  be  practiced  in  childhood,  with  reverent  words 
and  clasped  hands,  or  a  series  of  rapid  petitions  accompanying  a  habitual  genuflexion  at  the  close 
of  the  day.  It  is  a  struggle.  Coleridge  revealed  some  insight  into  the  matter  when  he  said: 
"The  act  of  praying  is  the  very  highest  energy  of  which  the  human  mind  is  capable;  praying,  that 
is,  with  the  total  concentration  of  the  faculties.  The  great  mass  of  worldly  men  and  of  learned 
men  are  absolutely  incapable  of  prayer.  "  The  disciples  were  aware  of  the  struggle  and  their 
own  ineffectiveness  in  prayer  when  they  said,  "Lord,  teach  us  to  pray."  He  replied,  "After  this 
manner  pray  ye.  ",    and  proceeded  to  give  them,    and  all  Christians,    a  pattern  of  prayer. 

The  "Lord's  Prayer"  is  our  pattern.  It  is  a  skeleton  to  be  clothed,  an  outline  to  be 
expounded  upon.  Containing  an  invocation,  six  petitions  and  a  final  note  of  praise,  it  was  a 
completeness  which  is  matched  by  few  more  extensive  prayers. 

In  the  words,  "Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  "  there  is  an  immediate  awareness  of 
the  believer's  position  as  a  child  of  God,  subject  to  the  will  of  He  whose  very  essence  is  Love, 
He  who  is  many  times  more  ready  to  bless  than  we  are  to  receive  His  blessing.  A  moment  of 
recollection  as  we  utter  these  words,  wherein  we  are  made  aware  of  our  position  before  God 
through  Christ,  may  well  be  the  key  to  access.  "Be  not  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and  let  not  thine 
heart  be  hasty  to  utter  any  thing  before  God:  for  God  is  in  Heaven  and  thou  upon  earth.",  (Ecc.  5:2) 

The  fact  that  the  first  three  petitions  contain  the  word  "thy"  indicates  that  God  should 
be  foremost  in  our  minds  when  we  pray.  Primarily,  we  are  extolling  the  virtues  of  God. 
"Hallowed  be  thy  name.  "  All  the  attributes  of  God  are  entailed  when  we  refer  to  his  "name. 
We  are  in  fact,  hallowing  Jehovah,  "the  self-existent  One,"  Jehovah-jireh  (the  Lord  will  provide), 
Jehovah-rapha  (the  Lord  that  healeth),  Jehovah-nissi  (the  Lord  our  Banner),  Jehovah-shalom 
(the  Lord  our  Peace),  Jehovah-ra-ah  (the  Lord  our  Shepherd),  Jehovah-tsidkenu  (the  Lord  our 
Righteousness),  Jehovah-shaKnmah  (the  Lord  is  present).  Considering,  thus,  the  all- 
encompassing  nature  of  God,    we  cannot  help  but  approach   him  with  "reverence  and  godly  fear. 

In  order  to  pray  effectively,  the  believer  must  be  conscious  of  the  imminent  return  of 
Jesus  Christ.  It  adds  a  depth  of  urgency  to  his  pleas.  It  leads  to  introspection,  a  thorough 
Boul-searching  in  the  light  of  eternal  values  which  scrutinizes  the  thoughts  and  examines  motives, 
rooting  out  those  things  which  issue  from  the  neart  and  separate  men  from  God.  Only  with  this 
awareness  can  we  honestly  pray,    "Thy  kingdom  come. 

There  comes  a  reassurance  to  the  believer  in  praying,  "Thy  will  be  done  in  earth  as  it 
Is  in  heaven.  ",  in  the  knowledge  that  the  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth  overrules  in  the  affairs  of 
nnen,  allovv/ing  to  transpire  on  earth  only  that  which  will  serve  to  bring  about  his  perfect  will. 
Personal  submission  is  also  involved.  The  will  of  God  becomes  foremost.  All  our  petitions 
become  subject  to  it  when  we  pray,    "Thy  will  be  done. 

"Daily  bread"  may  be  taken  to  cover  material  necessities.  Here  the  order  is  signifi- 
cant, "our  daily  bread"  following  irhmediately  after  "thy  kingdom  "  and  "thy  will."  The  indication 
is  that  our  needs  are  not  overlooked  in  the  majestic  plan  of  God  but  rather,  we  hear  the  words 
of  Jesus,  ".  .  .  .  your  Heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things."  Our  needs 
and  His  will  are  closely  linked.  In  such  a  petition  we  are  simply  acknowledging  our  utter 
dependence  upon  Him  for  the  necessities  of  life,  the  dependence  of  a  flock  upon  a  Shepherd,  and 
we  have  the  Lord's  consoling  words:  "Fear  not,  little  flock;  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure 
to  give  you  the  kingdom."  Not  only  our  "daily  bread,"  but  far  more!  "A  treasure  in  the  Heavens 
that  faileth  not. 

Acknowledgement  of  sin  is  a  vital  part  of  prayer.     "If  we  say  we  have  no  sin  we  deceive 

ourselves  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us.  "  (I  John  1:8)    However,  our  forgiveness  is  rather  dependent 

upon  our  diligence  in  forgiving  our  debtors.    Rather,  as  in  the  parable  of  the  unforgiving  steward, 

proof  of  true  forgiveness  may  be  found  in  a  forgiving  spirit.    The  result  of  being  forgiven  should 

be  a  willingness  to  forgive. 
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Finally,  a  petition  to  be  preserved  from  temptation  and  delivered  from  evil.  It  should 
not  be  regarded  as  a  request  to  be  spared  testing.  It  is  simply  a  petition,  subject  to  the  will  of 
God,  to  be  delivered  from  any  trial  which  would  cause  one  to  fall.  We  have  the  assurance  that 
our  Father  will  not  lead  us  into  temptation,    "above  that  we  are  able.  " 

The  closing  words  contain  the  heart  of  the  prayer:  "For  thine  is  the  kingdom,  and  the 
power,  and  the  glory,  forever.  "  When  through  this  pattern  we  are  made  aware  of  his  prevailing 
will  and  omnipotence,  we  may  then  catch  a  glimpse  of  our  position  as  his  children.  Thus,  in 
this  relationship  between  Father  and  Son  lies  the  pattern  of  prayer.

With  wavering  step  and  pounding  heart  a  young  man  walked  up  to  me  door  of  a  huge 
palace,  his  visage  beaded  with  perspiration.  It  was  different  from  an  ordinary  palace;  the  very 
adornment  and  splendour  of  this  palace  made  one  feel  very  small  and  unworthy  of  even  entering. 
This  man,  however,  had  a  conflict  raging  in  his  innermost  being  --  a  need  must  bennet;  no  other 
man  could  meet  this  need.  With  fear  and  trembling  he  opened  the  door  to  the  palace.  Facing 
him  was  a  long  brilliant  corridor.  The  door  to  the  throne  room  was  at  the  end.  He  started 
toward  the  end  door  with  many  fears  trying  to  hold  him  back;  confusion  mounting.  --  "I  must  get 
this  need  met;  1  wonder  if  He  will  accept  me  into  His  presence;  am  1  worthy  of  getting  this  done; 
can  1  really  trust  this  king?  "  --  Such  turmoil  filled  his  mind.  Now  the  door  was  directly  in  front 
of  him;  the  final  step  had  to  be  made.  Shakily  he  put  his  hand  on  the  knob  and  turned  it.  The 
door  opened.     There  was  the  King  sitting  on  the  throne.     What  did  he  see?     It  couldn't  be  true! 

With  arms  wide  open  the  King  of  Kings  was  waiting   to  receive   this  man.       He  spoke  -- 
"Come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace,  that  you  may  obtain  mercy  and  find  grace  to  help  in  time 
of  need.  "     "For  my  God  (F'ather)  shall  supply  all  your  need  according  to  all   His  riches  by  me. 
What  a  surprise  awaited  this  man.      He   had   found   that   this   King  was  very  anxious   to  meet   him 
and  very  solicitous  to  meet  his  every  need. 

One  writer  has  made  a  statement  and  it  is  very  true.  "Christ  is  more  eager  to  receive 
His  children  and  to  meet  their  every  need  than  we  are  to  accept  what  He  has  to  offer.  "  Just 
what  does  it  mean  to  "come  boldly  unto  the  throne  of  grace"?  Matthew  Henry  in  explaining  how 
we  should  fearlessly  face  this  throne  states:  "We  are  to  come  with  reverence  and  godly  fear, 
but  not  with  terror  and  amazement;  not  as  if  we  were  dragged  before  the  tribune  of  justice,  but 
as  kindly  invited  to  the  mercy-seat  where  grace  reigns  and  loves  to  exert  and  exalt  itself  toward 
us.  Christ  is  not  only  King,  but  His  office  as  High  Priest  should  be  the  ground  of  our  confidence 
in  all  our  approaches  to  the  throne  of  grace.  "  We  are  assured  of  Christ's  intercessory  power. 
Yes,    Christ  the  High  Priest!     What  beauty,    what  contentment  is  found  in  this  phrase! 

We  need  not  fear  for  tomorrow  if  we  heed  His  invitation,  "IF  WE  BUT  COME  TO  HIM." 
It  is  of  paramount  inaportance  that  we  come  to  Him.  Upon  recognizing  our  great  need,  we  come 
before  Him  in  all  humility  of  spirit,  seeking  His  help,  believing  His  promises.  We  read  in 
Matthew  (21:28),  "And  ALL  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ASK  in  prayer  believing  ye  shall 
receive."  God  knows  our  every  need  and  desire  but  He  expects  us  to  approach  Him  and  ask  Him 
to  meet  the  need.  He  delights  in  seeing  His  children  come  before  Him  through  prayer  and  is 
then  more  willing  to  give  than  we  are  to  receive. 

Many  times  the  burden  of  our  heart  becomes  heavy.  We  feel  we  hardly  know  how  to 
pray  or  what  we  should  actually  pray  for.  However,  we  read  this  wonderful  promise  in  Romans 
(8:26);  "Likewise  the  Spirit  also  helpeth  our  infirmities;  for  we  know  not  what  we  should  pray 
for  as  we  ought,  but  the  Spirit  itself  maketh  intercession  for  us  with  groanings  which  cannot  be 
uttered.  "  Thank  God  for  the  privilege  of  "praying  in  the  Spirit.  "  We  can  lighten  our  hearts, 
edify  ourselves  and  glorify  God  through  this  supernatural  way  of  access  unto  God. 

When  we  think  of  how  many  today  carry  the  burdens  and  cares  of  this  world,  we  can 
praise  God  that  wp  are  able  to  "cast    all  our  care  upon  Him  knowing   He  caretlj   for  us.  "     Let    us 
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then  compare  our  privilege  of  casting  our  cares  upon  Christ  with  the  sinner's  method  of  alleviat- 
ing his  burden  and  woe.  We  know  that  man,  in  his  sinful  state,  is  separated  from  God  and  cannot 
approach  Him.  In  Luke  (16:19),  we  have  the  story  of  the  rich  man  who  died  and  went  to  Hell, 
lie  pleaded  for  help  and  restitution.  What  did  Abraham  say?  In  verse  26,  we  read:  "And  beside 
all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed.  "  There  is  a  great  gulf  between  the 
sinner  and  God.  The  only  prayer  God  will  answer  is  that  of  the  penitent  sinner  who  seeks  salva- 
tion through  Christ.  Outside  Christ,  the  sinner  must  bear  his  heavy  burden,  carry  his  heavy 
heartaches,    and  try  to  guide  his  own  life. 

However,  we  as  Christians  have  been  drawn  unto  Christ  and  adopted  into  His  great 
family.  We  can  ask  for  our  rights  as  sons  and  without  fear  approach  the  Father  through  His 
Son.  In  Romans  (8:16,  17)  we  read;  "The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spirit  that  we  are 
the  children  of  God,    and  if  children,    then  heirs  of  God,    and  joint  heirs  with  Christ. 

As  sons,  we  are  not  cut  off  from  God,  but  we  can  come  before  the  Father,  knowing  He 
v;ill  supply  all  our  needs.  We  can  claim  the  promise  found  in  I  John  (5:14,  15);  "And  this  is  the 
confidence  that  we  have  in  Him,  that  if  we  ask  anything  according  to  His  will  He  heareth  us,  and 
if  we  know  that  He  hears  us,    we  know  that  we  have  the  petitions  that  we  desired  of  Him. 

Let  us  pray  "without  ceasing,  "  claiming  our  rights  as  Christians,  knowing  if  we  pray 
"according  to  His  will.   He  heareth  us. 


PRACTICE  OF   PRAYER 

JOAN    MARTIN    -    SENIOR    CLASS 

"Watch  .  .  .   and  pray  always,   that  ye  may  be  accounted  ivortliy  to  escape  all  tliese 
things  tliat  shall  come  to  pass,   and  to  stand  before  tlie  Son  of  God."   (LiiJ^e  21:36) 

These  were  the  words  of  Jesus  to  His  disciples,  words  of  warning  and  admonition  in 
view  of  His  imminent  return  when  He  would  come  "in  flaming  fire  taking  vengeance  on  them  that 
know  not  God  ..."  (II  Thessalonians  1:8)  Doubtless,  we  are  living  on  the  very  threshold  of  His 
Second  Coming  and  we  ought  to  take  heed,  as  never  before,  to  the  command  of  the  Master: 
"Watch  and  Pray,  "  In  other  words,  we  must  be  engaged  in  this  business  of  the  practice  of 
prayer. 

Jesus  not  only  commanded  His  discipit^s  to  pray  but  also  furnished  them  with  a  perfect 
example  in  His  own  life  of  prayer.  If  He  Himself,  found  it  necessary  to  meet  with  God  in  prayer, 
how  much  more  should  we  be  found  in  blessed  communion 'with  God. 

There  is  further  reason  to  practise  prayer  when  we  consider  that  prayer  to  God  is  the 
noblest  exercise,  the  loftiest  effort  of  man,  the  most  real  thing.  Prayer  is  the  lifeline  of  a 
Christian,  the  vital  contact  between  the  Creator  and  the  created.  Prayer  is  a  spiritual  work  and 
our  human  nature  rebels  against  taxing  spiritual  work.  Human  nature  would  like  to  just  sail  to 
heaven,  as  it  were,  under  a  favouring  breeze  on  a  full  smiooth  sea.  Prayer  is  a  humbling  work: 
it  abases  intellect  and  pride,  cricifies  vain  glory,  and  signs  our  spiritual  bankruptcy  and  all  of 
these  are  hard  for  flesh  and  blood  to  bear.  It  is  easier  not  to  pray  than  to  bear  them  -  so,  we 
are  faced  with  one  of  the  crying  evils  of  all  times,    little  or  no  praying. 

We  must  also  realize  that  the  character  of  our  praying  will  determine  the  character  of 
our  lives.  No  learning  can  make  up  for  the  failure  to  pray.  No  earnestness,  no  diligence,  no 
study,    no  gifts  will  ever  supply  its  lack. 

The  praying  which  gives  colour  and  bent  to  one's  character  is  no  pleasant,  hurried 
pastime.  It  must  enter  as  strongly  into  the  heart  and  life  as  Christ's  did  who  prayed  with  "strong 
crying  and  tears."  (Hebrews  5:7)  It  must  draw  out  the  soul  into  an  agony  of  desire  as  the  Apostle 
Paul's  did;  must  be  an  inwrought  fire  and  force  like  the  "effectual  fervent  prayer"  of  James, 
must  be  of  that  quality  which,  when  put  into  the  golden  censer  and  incensed  before  God,  works 
mighty  spiritual  throws  and  revolutions. 
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It  does  not  mean  the  "CLOSET"  absorbed  amongst  the  routine  of  daily  activities,  but  it 
does  mean  the   "CLOSET"  FIRST;     activities  second, 

"When  thou  prayest,   enter  into  thv  closet  ..  .  and  pray  to  thv  Father  who  is  in 
secret.  "   (Mathew  6:6) 

Yes,  prayer  is  not  just  a  little  habit  pinned  unto  us  while  we  are  tied  to  our  mother's 
apron  strings;  neither  is  it  a  little  decent  quarter  of  a  niinute's  grace  said  over  an  hour's  dinner; 
but  it  is  the  most  serious  work  of  our  most  serious  years. 

Prayer  is  not  petty  duty,  but  in  a  corner,  no  piecemeal  performance  made  out  of  the 
fragments  of  time  which  have  been  snatched  from  business  and  other  engagements  of  life:  but,  it 
means  the  BEST  OF  OUR  TIME  -  the  heart  of  our  time  and  strength  must  be  given.  We  only 
have  to  look  again  to  the  example  of  Christ  whose  custoni  was  to  pray  much.  The  Bible  records 
of  how  He  often  rose  early  to  pray  in  spite  of  physical  exhaustion  the  day  before  and  of  spending 
whole  nights  in  prayer  after  a  day  of  great  victory  and  blessing. 

The  Apostle  Paul,    following  the  example  of  Christ,  prayed  day  and  night  and  in  writing, 
under  the  inspiration  of  the  Holy  Spirit,    exhorted  the  believers  at   Thessalonica  to  pray   "without 
ceasing. 

Even  in  the  Old  Testament  we  have  many  examples  of  men  who  maintained  the  practice 
of  prayer  and  this  practice  required  time.  The  Psalmist  David  prayed  morning,  noon  and  night 
and  was  well  portraited  for  it.  The  Prophet  Daniel  took  time  from  very  important  duties  to  pray 
three  times  daily. 

And,  more  recently,  we  have  the  testimony  of  Martin  Luther  who  said:  "If  I  fail  to  spend 
two  hours  in  prayer  each  morning,  the  devil  gets  the  victory  through  the  day.  I  have  so  much 
business  I  cannot  get  on  without  spending  three  hours  daily  in  prayer. 

Salvation  never  finds  its  way  into  a  prayerless  heart.  The  Holy  Spirit  never  abides  in 
a  prayerless  spirit.  Preaching  never  edifies  a  prayerless  soul  nor  can  the  Gospel  be  extended 
by  a  prayerless  preacher.  All  who  are  engaged  in  the  work  of  God  would  do  well  to  realize  that 
talking  to  men  for  God  is  a  great  thing:-  but  talking  to  God  for  men  is  greater  still.  A  person 
will  never  talk  well,  and  with  real  success  to  men  for  God  who  has  not  learned  well  how  to  talk 
to  God  for  men. 

Time  is  running  out,  the  King  of  Kings  is  coming  soon,  yet  millions  still  in  sin  are  lost 
and  dying.  "Put  the  saints  everywhere  to  praying"  was  the  burden  of  the  Apostolic  effort  and 
the  key  note  of  Apostolic  success.  Jesus  Christ,  moved  by  infinite  compassion  at  the  ripened 
fields  of  earth  perishing  for  lack  of  labourers,  pauses  in  His  own  praying  and  tries  toawaKen  the 
sensibilities  of  His  disciples  to  the  duty  of  prayer  as  He  charges  them  to  "Pray  ye  the  Lord  of 
Harvest  that  He  will  send  forth  labourers  into  His  Harvest.  "  Let  us  take  heed  in  these  days  to 
"Watch  and  Pray"  for  Jesus  declares  that  MEN  OUGHT  ALWAYS  TO  PRAY  AND  NOT  TO  FAINT. 

Let  us,  as  Children  of  God  looking  for  that  Blessed  Hope,  the  Coming  of  our  Lord  and 
Saviour,   Jesus  Christ;    PRACTISE  PRAYER.

A  training  college  for  ministers  and  Christian  workers  must  have  an  aggressive  out- 
reach programme.  Eastern  Pentecostal  Bible  College  is  continually  moving  forward  in  this 
direction.  Since  1951  when  the  College  moved  to  Peterborough,  there  has  been  a  continual 
development  of  the  Christian  Service  Department. 

Each  Sunday  morning  the  Student  Broadcast  entitled,  "Truth  Aflame,  "  is  released. 
Almost  50  students  are  involved  in  the  radio  choir  and  its  direction.  For  many  years  now  this 
radio  broadcast,  originating  from  the  College  Campus,  has  been  a  source  of  inspiration  and 
challenge  to  the  people  of  Peterborough  County. 

The  Millbrook  Reformatory  located  about  30  miles  from  Peterborough  often  requests, 
through  its  chaplin,   the  services  of  students  to  minister  to  the  prisoners. 

The  College  Ensemble  involving  30  students  visits  on  an  average  of  21  churches  each 
year. 

There  are  13  Bible  Clubs  located  in  the  City  in  which  60  students  are  engaged. 

The  Curve  Lake  Indian  Reservation  has  a  student  pastor  with  a  group  of  students 
holding  services  every  week. 

In  any  given  year  of  college  life  upwards  to  100  churches  are  visited  by  faculty 
members  and  student  teams. 

During  the  first  semester  of  the  1966  school  year  over  90  were  saved  and  8  received 
the  baptism  in  the  various  meetings,     172  services  were  held. 

This  past  year  4  new  homes  for  the  aged  have  been  opened  to  the  students  for  Christian 
Service.     Students  go  to  these  homes  and  conduct  a  church  service  each  week. 

Another  new  feature'  this  year  has  been  our  visitation  evangelism.  Between  90  and 
100  of  our  students  have  been  involved  in  this  new  programme  of  outreach.  In  this  visitation 
evangelism  students  are  involved  in  street  meetings,  door  to  door  visitation  and  tract 
distribution.  This  has  been  one  of  our  most  successful  years  in  the  Christian  Service 
Department,

Many  received 
Christ  as  their  own  personal  Saviour  and  needs  were 
met  in  hearts  and  lives  as  they  responded  to  the  Spirit 
of  God. 

It  is  our  desire  that  similar  Crusades  be  con- 
ducted in  future  with  more  Churches  sponsoring  this 
new  outreach  of  evangelism.
